If the judge 
is to render the verdict, why empanel 
a jury? 
The law and 'he courts are in dis­ 
repute in Texas because th e ^ a r e re­ 
garded merely as battlegrounds lr 
■which the combatants hurl technical­ 
ities back and [orth, and the jur* 
.wanders in a maze of do this and 
iclon’t do that, proposed by attorneys 
(and approved by the judge. 
( 
Technicalities that interfere with 
/justice should have no standing. Only 
this week, Wichita Falls convictions 
for the detestable form of theft 
known as forgery were dismissed be­ 
cause the grand jury which indicted 
the men were il’egaily drawn. 
If the men were proven guilty, 
why should this interfere with their 
just punishment/ 
One of the first duties of the legis­ 
lature or some other state body 
should be to clarity the law, so that 
the guilty may oc punished and tricks 
of the lawyer’s trade may not be per­ 
mitted to prevent the punishment cf 
felons. 
Under present rules, justice is in­ 
deed blind. 
For at least, it seldom 
catches the guilty.— Ranger Times.

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PLAN TO DECREASE 
ACCIDENTS IN U. S. 


It is welcome news that a national 
organization has been formed, witu 
headquarters in New York City, hav­ 
ing as its main objective popular ed­ 
ucation in ways and means of pre­ 
venting accidents. Already education 
and the application of safety devices 
have done mucn to lessen the number 
o; accidents in the field of industry. 
But the general acident toll remains 
as high as ever, aud in some particu­ 
lars is steadily Tieing. 
Automobile accidents, for example, 
have increased tenfold during t e 
past decade. 
And while it may be 
deemed not at all surprising that the 
rapidly increasing use of automobiles 
should be accompanied by an acci­ 
dent increase, the tact remains that 
most automobile accidents are erm- 
lienetly preventable 
In the main, co put it frankly, th*y 
are due to carei ssness, abseut-mind 
fulness, ignorance, selfishness, reck­ 
lessness and wilful neglect. 
These 
factors, it may Le added, figure more 
largely in accident causation in gen­ 
eral than most people suspect. 
Even in the -lulustrial field, it has 
been definitely established, the in- 
'iPidfUction of saieu devices must he! 
ccompanied by. systematic education 
of the workers if v,orth-while resu.ts 
are to be garnered. 
Some figures I 
made public by a large steel corpora- j 
lion bear illuminatingly on this point 
The corporation was a pioneer in 
afety work. 
It made large expendi- 
ures in the installing old evices ti j 
orotect against accidents, and it Dr­ 
ained a gratifying reduction in th*
